Mr: Cook then 
paid no more attention to the matter until 
it came up in a more startling form, when he 
discovered that the lad had forged orders 
for this particular cocaine catarrhal remedy 
to the extent of dozens of bottles. 

On Oct. 14 Mr. Cook sent the boy to the 
wholesale drug house of Fuller & Fuller for 
a lot of goods. Max brought back the goods 
but not the bills. His employer telephoned 
for them, and when they arrived there came 
also a bill for a dozen and a half of the 
catarrh cure. 

Confesses His Misdeeds. 

Max was at once taken to task, and when 
his employer first spoke to him about the 
danger of this compound, the boy knew he 
could order no more of it for the general 
stock. Then he began to go to other North 
Side drug stores for it. He used Mr. Cook’s 
cards with the name of the remedy written 
on the back, but he always paid cash. 

Max's salary, however, was only $2.50 a 
week, and this he always paid over to hia 
parents on Saturday night. Sometimes he 
would get one bottle of the remedy at a 
time. Sometimes he would get as many as 
six. It is said that he purchased as many 
as fifty bottles, all told, at 50 cents each. 

Mr. Cook had been missing money from his 
cash drawer from time to time, but his sus- 
picion had fallen elsewhere than on Max. 
When his extensive purchases of catarrh 
medicine became known, however, he tried 
to get the lad to confess taking the money. 
This Max positively refused fo do. He 
would not admit he had taken any money. 
Pitying the boy’s condition, Mr. Cook merely 
discharged him. 

At Max’s Home. 

Max’s father, who keeps a barber shop at 
No. 452 Wells street, had been wondering 
what was the matter with the boy. He had 
lost so much flesh that they joked him at 
first about working too hard, and Max there- 
upon let them think that his employer was 
working him to death. When Mr. Cook 
called at Mr. Ohe’s shop to explain why the 
boy had been sent home, however, his pa- 
rents were no longer surprised at his condi- 
tion. 

Max is now a prisoner in the family apart- 
ments back of his father’s barbershop. Mr.

Schnaubelt was one of the first men ar- 
rested with Lingg, Spies, and Schwab, May 
5, 1886, after the great riot. För ten hours 
the police kept him in the sweat box, but 
his nerves stood the test and they let him 
go. He took immediate advantage of this, 
for he disappeared as completely as if he 
had dropped into the lake. In ten hours 
more the police wanted him badly, but 
could not trace him, He was reported in 
Central America and all over the world, 
but was never captured. 

Believed to Be the Bomb-Thrower. 

There never has been any doubt in police 
circles that it was Schnaubelt who threw 
the bomb. All the evidence pointed to him 
as the chief tool of the leading conspirators, 
and it never has been controverted or 
strongly denied. The testimony on the trial, 
summed up, went to show that Lingg made 
the bomb, that Sples lighted the fuse with 
a match while standing in the alley open- 
ing on the Haymarket squate, and that 
Schnaubelt threw the bomb into the ranks 
of the police. 7 

Schnaubelt was arrested at No. 224 Wash- 
‘ington street, where he was employed as a 
‘machinist by Fred P. Rosback. At the po- 
lice station he admitted he was at the scene 
of the riot and was standing on the wagon 
from which Spies, Fielden, and other An- 
archists made inflammatory speeches. He 
said he was on the ‘wagon until half a min- 
ute before the bomb exploded, and that, 
when the explosion took place, he was 
about fifty feet from the wagon. 

Schnaubelt at the Meeting. 
During the trial of Spies, Lingg, Parsons, 
and the other conspirators Gottfried Waller 
testified that he was Chairman of the secret 
meeting of armed Anarchists at Grie?’s 
Hall the night of May 3, when the plan of 
action was agreed upon for the following 
night, and that Schnaubelt was at that meet- 
ing. 

M. M. Thompson, a clerk in Marshall Field 
& Co.’s store, testified that the night of the 
riot he was standing near fhe mouth of the 
alley opening into Haymarket square, where 


the wagon from which the speeches were 


made was located. He said he saw Spies 
hand Schnaubelt something in the alley 
and heard him say: 

Now, when they come let them have it!“ 

A few moments later the explosion came. 

Harry L. Gilmar, a painter, picked Schnau- 
‘belt’s photograph out of a large number and 
swore it was the picture of the man whom 
he saw hurl the bomb. 

Identified with. Fruitvale Anarchists. 

As events point, Schnaubelt undoubtedly 
fied to California. Two of his brothers 
ved there, also his mother. 

At this time an Anarchist colony was 
started at Fruitvale, a suburb of San Fran- 
cisco.

The gold reserve is $22,000,000 above the 
limit named in the law of 1882, and there are 
no indications of any serious raid for the pur- 
pose of hoarding. New York banks and ex- 
change houses which have been importing 
gold are keeping a close hold upon it, pending 
a decision whether the country is to adhere 
to the gold standard or take the plunge to the 
silver basis. It is believed if the result is in 
favor of the gold standard there will be an 
avalanche of gold at the New York Subtreas- 
ury within the fortnight after the result of. 
the election is known. 

About $60,000,000 in gold has been imported 
since the present movement began in Sep- 
tember. The Treasury has not received 
more than half of this, but a large portion of 
the remainder is likely to be offered at the 
New York Subtreasury if the bankers are

MKINLEY POINTS TO THE RECORD 
OF THE PARTY.

Reads Financial Planks from Former 
Platforms—Old Democratic Party 
Also Right on Fjnance—Value of 
Public Confidence to Business—Ad- 
dresses Delegations from Sewick-~- 
ley, Pa., and Mogadore, 0.—Col. John 
Hay Speaks. : 


Canton, O., Oct. 19.—The week's visits to 
Maj. McKinley began with the arrival about 
noon of several carloads of people from 
Sewickley, Pa. In the party were a number 
of ladies and the McKinley and Hobart 
Sound Money club of that city. After the 
address Mrs. McKinley received the ladies 
and the whole party was photographed with 
Maj. McKinley in the center of the group. 

Maj. McKinley said in part: 

The Republican party has always occu- 
pied a post of great honor. From the time. 
of its organization down to the present mo- 
ment it has been the leader of all that is best 
in government. It was born in the interests 
of liberty and the rights of humanity. It 
has never struck a blow that has not been for 
freedom and our glorious flag. And in every 
great emergency that party, not so old as 
some other parties in this country, has led 
for the right, for justice, for good morais, 
and for public honesty. 

It never had a higher post of honor than 
it has today. Glorious as the past has been, 
it never carried a flag which involved more 
to the institutions of our country and to its 
good name than e flag it carries today. 
And I am glad to know that from one end 
of this country to the other the intelligence 
and judgment and conscience of the Ameri- 
can people are not appealed to in vain. 


In Line with Its Record. 


Some people seem to have the notion that 
the Republican party has made a new 
departure; that it occupies a different po- 
sition today from that which it ever occu- 
pied in the past. That is a mistake. We 
stand where we have always stood, not only 
upon the money question, but on the tariff 
question; and I want to call your attention 
to what may have escaped you. When the 
war closed the great problem before the 
American people after the reconstruction of 
the Union was what should be done with the 
great debt that had been occasioned by the 
war and what should be done by way of 
maintaining a sound currency in the United 
States. In 1868, the great soldier of the 
war, who had led the mightiest armies that 
were ever cngaged in sustaining a cause— 
Gen. Ulysses S. Grant—was nominated for 
President. Let me read you two planks of 
the platform upon which he stood, and you 
can see then whether the Republican party 
has changed its position. 

We denounce all forms of repudiation 
as a national crime, and the national honor 
requires the payment of the public debt in 
the utmost good faith to all creditors at 
home and abroad, not only according to the 
letter but the spirit of the law under which 
it was contracted.’ 

That was when we had that enormous 
war debt of over two billions of dollars and 
the country seemed to be staggering under 
it; but the Republican party stood up, as it 
always has, and insisted that every dollar 
of that debt must be paid in the best cur- 
rency of the world; and under that policy 
we have paid off more than two-thirds of 
that great national debt, and paid every 
dollar of it with honor and in the best cur- 
rency. 


Value of Public Confidence. 


“Then let me read you another plank in 
that platform, which so well applies to qur 
situation today: 

That the best policy to diminish our 
burdens of debt is to so improve our credit 
tha: the capitalist will seek to loan us money 
at lower rates of interest than we now pay, 
and must continue to pay so long as repudia- 
tion, partial or total, open or covert, is 
threatened or suspected.’ 

“This is the Republican way to restore 
confidence, and the way to get capital to 
invest at lower rates of interest is to give 
confidence to the business of the country, 
not by repudiating the debts of the country 
and by discrediting its currency, but by lift- 
ing up both credit and currency and thus 
commanding the confidence of the business 
world. In that same year the Democratic 
National convention that nominated Horatio 
Seymour for President had this utterance of 
the money question, which was sound then 
and is today, and I commend it to all of 
you: 

One currency for the goverrment and 
the people, the laborer, the office-holder, the 
pensioner and the soldier, the producer and 
the bondholder.’ 

That is the kind of money we have to- 
day, my fellow-citizens—just as good in the 
hands of the poor as in the hands of the rich; 
and we propose to pay the obligations of this 
government in the future, just as we have 
paid the obligations of the government in 
the past—in the best money in the world.“ 


Unexpected Ohio Delegation. 


The afternoon brought to Canton a party 
of friends and admirers of Maj. McKinley 
from Moyadore, O., of whose visit no an- 
nouncement had been made. 

Maj. McKinley said to them in part: 

We have made wonderful progress in 
the last thirty years, and we have made it 
under a policy, first, of a protective tariff, 
and second, upon a good solid monetary sys- 
tem. Four years ago the policy of protec- 
tion was, by the judgment of the American 
people, decreed as not desirable for this peo- 
ple. They have had three years and a half 
experience under the change, and I believe 
they are ready to return to the old Amer- 
ican doctrine of a protective tariff. And 
two weeks from tomorrow you will have 
an opportunity to express your individual 
opinions upon that question. 

The other question is one of finance— 
whether this country shall continue the use 
of the good dollars that they now have and 
which they have had since 1879, and which 
they secured under Republican legislation, 
or whether they shall turn away from them 
and adopt as the medium of exchange of 
our people a dollar that is worth less than 
100 cents. I do not believe the people of this 
country want a depreciated dollar. I be- 
lieve they want, whether they be farmers 
or manufacturers or laborers, a dollar that 
measures a hundred cents and is worth a 
hundred cents, not only at home, but wher- 
ever trade. goes, in every commercial center 
of the world. , 

„This year there is involved also in the 
controversy a question of whether we shall 
have public tranquillity and whether law 
and order shall be supreme in the United 
States.“ 

Col. John Hay Calls. 


Col. John Hay, who was President Lin- 
coln’s private secretary, arrived in Canton 
shortly after noon today, and was met at the 
depot by Maj. McKinley. He expressed his 
surprise at the campaign as he has person- 
ally viewed it and as he has read it. 

There has never been anything like it.“ 
he says. Probably the nearest approach 
to it was the campaign of Mr. Lincoln, when 
the nominee received at his own home a large 
number of visitors. But they did not come 
in any such numbers as they are coming to 
Canton, and Mr. Lincoln made no speeches. 
It has always been regarded unsafe for a 
Presidential candidate to discuss public ques- 
tions. But Mai. McKinley in all his speeches 
has not uttered a wrong word or made a mis- 
take, and has added greatly to the strength 
of the Republican cause every day.“

GREATEST POLITICAL ‘_DEMONSTRA- 
TION EVER SEEN IN RUSHVILLE. 


Schuyler County and Other Democratic 
Strongholds of Former Days Said to 
Be. Coming Over to Republican Prin- 

a m Warden Retracts 

Unfavorable Comments and Pledges 

His Earnest Support—Altgeld te Be 

Buried by More than 100,000. 
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Rushville, III., Oct. 19.—[{Special,]}—John 
R. Tanner addressed a gathering of be- 
tween 12,000 and 15,000 people in the public 
park in this little town today. The demon- 
stration was said to be the largest and most 
enthusiastic ever tendered a Republican 
candidate in this part of the country. Old 
inhabitants say that it eclipsed the mon- 
ster mass-meeting held here several years 
ago in honor of Logan. 

Mr. Tanner himself was not only delighted 
but utterly surprised at the size of the gath- 
ering and the lively and steadily maintained 
enthusiasm of the demonstration. This 
town is in the center of what has been in 
the past a Democratic stronghold, but those 
who are in a position to understand the sig- 
nificance of today’s demonstration claim 
that it means that Schuyler County and all 
the fertile territory lying adjacent will this 
year give the Popocratic ticket managers 
a big surprise. 

Nor was the demonstration confined to 
the sterner sex. The women of this town 
and the country were out in their holiday 
attire, and even surpassed the men in their 
enthusiasm, They stood in line with their 
husbands and brothers at the depot. They 
stood in hundreds on the sidewalks as the 
long procession’ marched by to the hotel 
and waved their handkerchiefs. Enthusi- 
astic bands of rustic maidens, gayly be- 
decked with patriotic devices, rode in the 
magnificent cavalcade which formed the rear 
of the procession.

Of course, Schuyler County contributed 
the greatest number to the vast assemblage, 
but the farmers of McDonough, Fulton, 
Cass, Brown, and Hencock Counties were 
there also in their thousands. 

For two hours and a half the vast multi- 
tude stood in the Central Park and listened - 
to ringing words of patriotic eloquence from 
able speakers on the issues of the campaign. 
Accompanying Mr. Tanner were G. W. Win- 
stead of Tennessee, Col. B. F. Marsh, Re- 
publican candidate for Congress in the Fif- 
teenth District; Senator O. F. Berry, and 
several other notables of this locality. 


Warden Corrects Misapprehensions. 


At 2 o’clock sharp thé meeting was called 
to order by Mr. F. A. Warden, Chairman of 
the County Central committee of Schuyler, 
and editor of the Rushville Republican. An 
interesting episode, and one which local 
politicians say is very significant: of the 
trend of things political here, marked the 
Chairman’s opening address. It seems that 
during the ante-convention portion of Mr. 
Tanner’s candidacy Mr. Warden was strong- 
ly opposed.to the man from Clay County. 
He not only fought Him for the nomination, 
but disseminated charges which, if sus- 
tained, would certainly stamp Tanner as 
being a very unfit man for the Gubernatoria!

The danger that is feared now is that part 
of the sound money Democratic vote that 
would otherwise be cast for McKinley might 
be cast for Palmer and Buckner under a be- 
lief that they were not needed to insure the 
State to the ‘Republican nominee. Mr. 
Bryan’s steeplechase over the State the day 
before election is not worrying the Repub- 
lican managers, as they belleve it to be a 
confession that the silver causé is In great 
dangerin this State. The white metal shout- 
ers have been vociferously claiming the 
State from the start by 25,000. 

The silver leaders attack the accuracy of 
the Republican poll, saying that they had 
sent out word to trusty henchmen to de- 
ceive the men who were doing the work, but

have allowed for this contingency. 

Nebraska may be put down as safe for 
sound money. The majority my be 10,000, 
but it will be emphatic enough for all pur- 
poses.

WATSON MIXES KANSAS SITUATION. 


Refuses to Let His Name Go on the Pop- 
ulist Ticket. 

"Topeka, Kas., Oct. 19.—{Special.]—Secre- 
tary of State Edwards this morning received 
a letter from Thomas E. Watson instructing 
him to withdraw his name from the Popu- 
list ticket on the official ballot, and stating 
that his name was placed on the ticket for 
the purpose of deceiving voters, who would 
be voting for Popocrat and not Populist 
Electors, 

Secretary Edwards decided to leave Wat- 
son’s name off the ballot, and at noon noti- 
fied Chairman Breidenthal of the Populist 
State Central committee of his decision. 

Breidenthal at once caused an application 
to be made to the Supreme Court for a writ 
of mandamus to compel the Secretary to 
place Watson’s name on the ticket. An 
alternative writ was granted this afternoon 
and the hearing of the case on its merits was 
set for Wednesday next. Should Watson’s 
name be left off the Populist ticket it would 
appear only on the middle-of-the-road ticket, 
and would result in the loss of thousands of 
votes to the Bryan Electors in Kansas, 
Atlanta, Ga., Oct. 19.—Messrs. Washburn 
and Reed, the members of the Populist Na- 
tional committee who were dispatched to 
Thomson to confer. with the Hon. Thomas E. 
Watson, reached Atlanta at noon today, 
after having spent Sunday with the Vice- 
Presidential candidate. An hour later they 
were in conference with Col. J. Robertson, 
Popocratic Elector-at-Large and member 
of the Georgia State Executive committee, 
the National Popocratic Committeeman 
from Georgia, and several other prominent 
Democrats. The Georgia member of the 
National committee arrived from Chicago 
this morning, having come as the representa- 
tive of Chairman Jones to meet Washburn 
and Reed, representing Mr. Watson. When 
asked concerning the conference he said: 

„Senator Jones could not come, and asked 
me to represent him. No proposition has 
been made by either side and none will be 
made before tomorrow. Steve Clay, Chair- 
man of the State committee, will arrive at 
9 tomorrow, and the State committee will 
meet at noon.“ 

The Popocratic State committee and the 
Populist State committee will both be in 
séssion here tomorrow. The Populist com- 
mittee last week made a formal offer to the 
Popocrats for a fusion im this State on a 
basis of seven Popocratic and six Populist 
Electors. The Popocrats were given until 
tomorrow night to accept or decline the 
proposition. It is understeod that the con- 
ference now in progress Rere and the meet- 
ing of the State committee tomorrow is for 
the purpose of bringing about this fusion. 

All the parties to the conference declined to 
say anything as to its purpose or probable 
outcome. Mr. Washburn was more com- 
municative, however, on the subject of his 
trip to Thomson and the recent action of the 
Populist National committee, concerning 
which he said: 

“The address issued to the public by our 
Executive committee at Chicago has been 
purposely misconstrued by a hostile press 
as an act unfriendly to our candidate, This 
interpretation is wrong and does Mr. Wat- 
son great injustice. He is the hero of our 
party and is loved: and esteemed by it all 
over the country because of the noble fignt 
for the very principles now advocated in 
part by Mr. Bryan and his party. The ad- 
dress was issued to help any rm ee 
forces of the country against the trum 
of Sicktinleyism and Ine dom Ha tioff ot tho 
money power; and to secure the active co- 
operation of the silver forces in bringing 
about equitable fuston arrangements, sat- 
isfactory to all parties in States where fu- 
sion had not been effected. 

“The only way now toelect Bryan is for 
the silver forces in different. States, to vote 
for fusioh Flegtors representing both par- 
ties. The situa:'’on is unchanged. Mr. Wat - 
son's throat ts now all right and he will re- 
sume his campaign speaking at once. He 
will speak in Birmingham on Wednesday, 
again in Alabama on Thursday, and then pro- 
ceed to Tennessee for active work, after 
which. I understand, he plans to go to North 
Carolina and Kansas.“

Toledo, O., Oct. 19.—The Buckeye State, 
the home of his opponent, was again visited 
by William J. Bryan today. He came to 
this city from Detroit this morning. 

Mr. Bryan stepped out on the back plat- 
form and acknowledged the cheers and 
applause given him in a few appropriate 
words. He told the people that they must 
rot cheer him so much, but should save their 
voices in order to make converts between 
now and election day. This little statement 
served to provoke moro cheers and applause, 
and the good-natured talk of a few moments 
was entirely devoid of discussion of the 
issues of the day. 

The speeches at Perrysburg, Desnler, Ot- 
tawa, and Leipsic Junction were of the same 
sa@eeral tenor, as those usually made by Mr. 
Bryan in hissshort platform speeches. Short- 
ly after 9 o’clock the first speech of any 
length was made at Lima, where for thirty 
minutes the nominee expounded free silver 
doctrine, © 

Xenia, O., Oct. 19.—At Dayton the largest 
audience of the day yelled itself hoarse when 
shortly after 5 o’clock Bryan spoke at the 
fair grounds. The crowd was estimated up 
in the thousands, and the streets were 
l crowded. Mis speech for the most part was 
along the ‘same well-beaten path followed 
by Mr. Brydn for the last few days. The 
crowd was wildly enthusiastic and inter- 
rupted the speaker time and again with 
demonstrations of its hearty approval of 
the ideas advanced, 

Free Coinage for the Farmer. 

Among other things he said: ‘ They tell 
us that free coinage will hurt the farmer, 
but the farmer knows that the gold stand- 
ard is driving down the value of his products 
while his debts remain as high as ever. The 
gold standard advocates appeal to the busi- 
ness-men to stand by a gold standard, but the 
business-men know that the gold standard 
has increased ihe number of failures. When 
these men, suffering from a gold standard, 
dare to open their mouths, dare to advocate 
a policy that will bring them relief, they find 
that the gold standard banker attempts to 
intimidate them and attempts to rob them 
of their citizenship. But last of all, the 
goldbug financier appeals to the soldier and 
asks him to support the gold standard. The 
same financiers who are attempting to scare 
the soldier today by the threat of a 50-cent 
dollar are the same financiers who made 
their bonds payable in coin while the soldier 
was paid in 40-cent dollars. [Applause and 
cheers.] The soldiers will remember that 
when they passed through the war the finan- 
cler was not the friend of the soldier. I chal- 
lenge you to read the pages of all history 
and find a single instance where the money 
changers have ever had any use for thetn 
except to stand them up to be shot at while 
they were making money. [Applause and 
cheers. ] 

“IT am not, afraid that the soldiers who 
risked their lives in order to make this Na- 
tion one, I am not afraid that these soldiers 
will, on account of the scare that they bring 
in regard to their pensions, surrender our 
government into the hands of foreigners 
and make us the province of a foreign na- 
tion. My friends, this government has had 
a financial policy conducted by a few finan- 
clers. We have forced the battle on the 
money question and after we have made an 
answer to every argument that can be ad- 
vanced in favor of the present financial sys- 
tem, after we have driven the advocates of 
a foreign policy from the field, they then 
turn around and try to abandon the money 
Ught and appeal to the people to save this 
country from Anarchists. Those who stand 
upon the Chicago platform are not An- 
archists.” , 

His Reply to Hanna. 

About the band stand in the city park of 
Lima several thousand people had gathered 
to hear the nominee, and when they heard 
him they gave demonstrative evidences of 
approval. It was a crush, and the Commit- 
tee of Arrangements were either powerless 
to protect the party from the crowd, or too 
interested in shaking the hands of a Presi- 
dential nominee to attend to the business 
for which they were appointed. In his 
speech Mr. Bryan quoted the letter of Mark 
Hanna, calling on the people who intended 
to vote the Republican ticket to hang the 
American flag from their windows Oct. 31. 
His reference to the letter was: 

want to call your attention to some- 
thing that appeared in yesterday morning’s 
paper. I find that the Chairman of the Re- 
publican National committee has issued 
a letter to the American people in which he 
says: The American flag has been in the 
present campaign the emblem or insignia of 
national honor.“ Its influence has been for 
great good in the cause of a good people. 
Its display in many places has been potent 
in the advancement of the country's bat- 
tle for the maintenance of its honor at home 
and abroad. I therefore suggest that on 
Saturday, Oct. 31, all who intend to vote 
on Nov. 3 for the preservation of our na- 
tional honor, for sound money, and the ad- 
vancement of our people’s interests and gen- 
eral prosperity, display the national colors 
at their homes, their places of. business, or 
wherever they may be seen, in order that 
voters, whose hearts are for their country, 
may be strengthened in their. purpose and 
those who are undetermined may the more 
pattiotically and intelligently conclude how 
best to perform their duty as citizens.’

“My friends, it is the first time that I 
know of that I ever agreed with the Chair-

Little Edward Goodman Gets an Iron 
8 Pin Into His Lungs. 
New York, Oct. 10.—(Special.)—Edward 

Goodman. 11 years old, of.North Adams, 

Mass., died at the New York Post-Graduate 

Hospital on Sunday night as the result of a 

remarkable. accident and in spite of a re- 

markable operation that was performed in 
an effort to save him. 

Young was playing in the school 
yard at North Adams on Oct. 12. He had. 
run a pin through a nut three-eighths of an 
inch in diameter and was keeping it dancing, 


blowing into the bowl. Suddeniy, by a, 
stronger blow than usual, the pin and nut, 
shot away from the pipe, and as he gazed 
up, trying to catch it as it came down, fhe, 
nut ped into his opened mouth and he 
partially swallowed it, but the obstruction, 
could not be dislodged. 

The boy suffered little actual pain, which’ 
showed that the plaything had gone beyond 
the windpipe. The boy was brought to the 
hospital on Thursday, placed under the in- 
fluence of an anesthetic, and the operation: 
of tracheotomy performed. The windpipe 
was cut into at a point very low down, and 
with a forceps and hooks repeated efforts 
were made to grasp the substance. The pin 
point was sticking upward, however, and alf 
efforts were futile. The pin and nut were 
at the bottom of the right bronchial two 
inches below the bifurcation of the bron- 
chial. On Friday an incision was made from 
behind, an operation never performed be- 
fore. An incision was made and two inches 
cut from the ends of the fourth, fifth, and 
seventh ribs on the right side. The lung 
was pushed aside and the surgeons were 
right upon the bronchus, in which the pin 
was imbedded. The boy was very weak, 
however, and further operation was post- 
poned until Saturday, when the depth to 
which the obstruction had been inhaled 
mae it necessary to cut through the lung 

self. 

The obstruction could not be reached, how- 
ever, and the boy was attacked by pneumio- 
nia, caused by the irritation of the bron- 
chials. He was too weak to stand any op- 
eration on Sunday and died at 10 o’clock on 
Sunday night. An autopsy today showed 
the head of the pin and nut had eaten into 
the tissue of the lung itself and the point 
was firmly imbedded in the cartilage of one 
of the rings of the bronchus. It is claimed 
a’ ro have been impossible to draw the 
pin out. 


CUBAN JUNTA HAS PLEASING NEWS. 


It Is Joyful Over the Landing of An- 
other Expedition. 

New York, Oct. 19.—[Special.]—The Cuban 
Junta joyfully announced today that an- 
other expedition had landed in Cuba. It 
undoubtedly is the expedition which left 
Brooklyn one dark night about a month ago, 
being taken on a tug to a steamer supposed 
to be the Laurada, lying off Sandy Hook. 
In the expedition were twenty-four men, 
who took 1,039 rifles, 600,000 cartridges, one 
dynamite gun, 750 machetes, and 2,000 
pounds of dynamite. Miguel Betancourt, 
who had charge, has been private secretary 
to Delegate Palma. Second in command 
was Fernando Freyre, who organized the 
expedition and raised the money for it. 

Freyre is a new figure in the revolution. 
His family is one of the oldest in Cuba, 
noted for wealth and loyalty to Spain. 
Freyre went to a French college, studied law 
in Madrid, and built up a large practice in 
Havana. One of the last to take up arms 
against Spain, he came to New York about 
three months ago and immediately began 
to organize an expedition, contributing $10,- 
000 of his own money and raising the rest 
from rich Cubans in New Tork and Philadel- 
phia.

GEN. LEE COMING HOME ON A VISIT. 


Consul-General at Havana to Try to 
Restore His Health. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 19.—It is Intimat- 
ed in official circles here that although no 
regular formal leave has yet been issued 
to Gen. Fitzhugh Lee to absent himself 
from his post as Consul-General at Havana 
that he has arranged the business of the 
Consul-Generalship so that it may be safely 
left, for a time at least, to the care of Mr.

affecting the relations between Spain and 
the United States.

PHILIPPINE REBELLION IS SERIOUS. 


Will Seon Reach the Proportions of 
the Cuban Revolt. 

San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 19.—Advices by 
the steamer Peru from Singapore and Hong- 
kong state up to Sept. 27 that the rebellion 
in the Philippine Islands is much more seri- 
ous than has been generally recognized. It 
is said the reports of revolutionist defeats 
sent out by Spanish officers have been great- 
ly exaggeraied and that so far the rebels 
have more than held their own in the 
struggle for independence. It is stated the 
revoluiion is now beyond the control of the 
Spanish authorities, and that uniess rein- 
forcements are sent tu Manilla immediately 
the Spanish forces are in danger of final de- 
feat. The rebels hold the Province of Cav- 
ite, are well organized, and have 8,000 Mau- 
ser rities. There are many natives in the 
Spanish troops and the ofticers are afraid 
to take native regiments into the interior 
because their loyalty is doubted. 

The Hongkong Press says editorially that 
there is no longer room for the least doubt 
that affairs in the Philippine Isiands will in 
u short time assume the proportions of the 
Cuban rebellion. The natives are deter- 
mined. As each rebel signs an agreement 
he writes his name on his arm with blood 
and swears vengeance against the Span- 
iards. 

The story of the original plans for striking 
the blow is a most serious one. For a long 
time the netives have been conspiring to 
overpower the government and it was final- 
ly decided to make a strong attack on the 
15th of July. Gov.-Gen. Blanco was to have 
been murdered by one of the natives on that 
day and it was arranged to swoop suddenly 
dowr. upon the body of officers who attended 
the funeral, kill as many as possible, then 
ransack the Town of Manilla, and take en- 
tire possession of the place. 

It is due to a woman that the plot was 
discovered. In the confessional she dis- 
closed the plot to a priest, who divulged 
the secret. The arrest and imprisonment of 
many natives plainly indicated that the 
priests were cognizant of the arrangements. 
Towards the end of August the fighting 
earnest. From that 
time up to middle of this month there were 
repeated bloody conflicts between the gov- 
ernment forces and the natives. 

The Manilla correspondent, under date of 
Sept. 2, denies that the Spanish troops de- 
feated the rebels on Aug. 31. The writer 
says: 

„Eight rebels were killed at St. Mesa and 
six or eight at San Juan, besides those on 
the Spanish side. The bodies of the rebels 
are being left out unburied to rot. Over 
100 of them, some say 150, were shut up in 
a small room under the bastinos of San 
Sebastian Intra Muros on Monday night 
with no water and one small window. Fifty- 
four were found dead in the morning. With 
those prisoners who have since died fhe 
total is said to be 70.“ 

Manilla, Philippine Islands, Oct. 19.—Gen. 
Juramillo has captured Nasugdua. The in- 
surgents left 114 of their dead on the field. 
Two Spanish soldiers were killed and twen- 
ty-three wounded during the engagement. 


DYNAMITE IN SPANISH KING's PATH. 


Cartridge Found on the Line to Be 
Traversed by the Royal Train. 

Madrid, Oct. 19.—The newspapers report 
that the departure of, the court from San 
Sebastian, where the King and Queen Regent 
have spent the summer, for this city, was de- 
layed by the discovery of a dynamite cart- 
ridge at Sumarraga, on the line to be 
traversed by the royal train. As the cart- 
ridge did not have a detonator, and as in- 
quiry failed to reveal the slightest additional 
suspicious circumstances, no importance was 
attached to the incident. 


FIND CASH UNINJURED IN THE VAULT 


Bank of Equador Finds Fire Loss Less 
4 than Was Feared. 

Guayaquil, Ecuador, Oct. 19, via Galves- 
ton, Tex.—The officials of the Bank of Ec- 
uador succeeded at 8 o’clock this morning 
in opening, for the first time since the great 
fire, the vaults ofthat institution. To their 
great satisfaction they found the paper 
money, documents, and books, as well as the 
coin contained in the vaults, to be in per- 
fect condition. This. will tend to restore 
confidence and will lead to an earlier re- 
sumption of business than was at first an- 
ticipated. 


Start for the Royal Wedding. 
Cettinge, Montenegro, Oct. 19.—The Crown 
Prince of Naples and the Princess Helene of 
Montenegro started for Italy today, accom- 
panied by the prominent members of the 
Montenegro family, who will be present at 
their marriage. 


Emperor William Visits the Czar. 

Darmstadt, Oct. 19.— The Emperor arrived 
here this afternoon to visit the Czar, but 
only remained two hours at the palace, after 
which he returned to Wiesbaden.

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LIFE WORK OF RUBLEE. 


MILWAUKEE EDITOR’S CAREER IN 
JOURNALISM AND POLITICS. 


Able Writer and a Power in Political 
Organization—Launched the First 
Fight Against Fiat Money in Wis- 
consin—Tenacious of What He 
Thought to Be Right—Knew That 


Death Was Coming—Body Is to Be | 


Cremated. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 19.—[Specſal. I The 
demise of Horace Rublee, which was noted 
in this morning’s TRIBUNE, was not unex- 
pected by his family and intimate friends, 
as they were aware for some time that he 
was a Victim of an incurable disease. Mr. 
Rublee fully understood the nature of his 
disease, an enlargement of the glands of the 
throat, which first became noticeable in the 
summer of 1894, and he had for many months 
prior to his death been fully aware that the 
end was only a matter of a short time, as he 
knew there was no permanent relief possi- 
ble. In the winter of 1894 an operation was 
performed by Dr. Senn in the hope of stay- 
ing the progress of the disease, and fora time 
he was somewhat improved. He spent that 
winter in California and returned home last 
year considerably improved and resumed his 
editorial/work. 

He soon began to fail again, and during the 
last few months has been to the office but 
lithe. About two weeks ago he relinquished 
entirely his newspaper duties and retired 
forever from the editor’s chair in the office 
of the Milwaukee Sentinel. He visited his 
office for the last time on Oct. 5, at which 
time he took a final farewell of all of his as-

sociates, remarking as he did so that he 
would probably never be enabled to meet 
them again. 


Begins Work as a Printer. 

Horace NRNublee was born in Berkshire, 
Vt., Aug. 19, 1830, and came to Wisconsin 
with his parents in 1846, settling in Sheboy- 
gan County. In 1848 he went to Madison 
and learned the art of printing in the office 
of the Wisconsin Argus, a paper owned by 
his cousin, H. A. Tenney, with whose family 
he made his home for several years. 


Beginning as legislative correspondent of 


the Madison Argus, he was soon employed 
as an editorial writer upon the State Jour- 
nal, then a Whig, and afterwards’a Re- 
publican paper. During the absence of the 
editor, Mr. Atwood, young Rublee was left 
in editorial charge, and so satisfactory was 
his management of the paper that the posi- 
tion of editor was tendered to him and the 
paper became the property of Atwood and 
Rublee. In 1869 Editor Rublee was appoint- 
ed Minister to Switzerland, and he then 
disposed of his interests in the State Jour- 
nal, which under his editorship had become 
the leading political paper in the State, and 
which wielded a great influence. 

Early in his career it became apparent 
that few men in the country were so well 
equipped for the duties of editor as he, and 
his forceful mannet, his breadth of ideas, 
his fairness to those who held opposite 
views, and his remarkable command of the 
English language stamped Mr. Rublee as 
one of the ablest editorial writers in the 
country. 

Leader in Republicanism. 9 

From the birth of the Republican party 
Mr. Rublee was one of its foremos: support- 
ers in Wisconsin, and for vears stocd at 
the head of the party in the State. He was 
for a number of years Chairman of the 
State Central committee, in which import- 
tant position he was most successful in pro- 
moting the interests of the party. 


Ho took an active part in the remarkable | 


campaign which resulted in the nomination 
and election of Abraham Lincoln to the Pres- 
idency; he successfully advocated the cause 
of T. O. Howe in his fight against the ideas 
of State rights, and which ‘resulted in the 
election of Mr. Howe as United States Sena- 
tor from Wisconsin. 

While he represented the country in Switz- 
erland, the tribunal which settled the Ala- 
bama claims ‘met at Geneva and performed 
its work. Minister Rublee was thoroughly 
familiar with the cause of his government 
and did good work in the preparatior of 
articles for the Swiss and German papers 
to correct the misrepresentations of the 
English papers on the subject. That this 
service was both timely and efficient there 
is no doubt, for it was acknowledged in the 
thanks of the Secretary. of State, under 
whose supervision the American side of the 
controversy was managed. 

Mr. Rublee resigned as Minister and came 
home in 1876. The followirg year he was 
chosen Chairman of the Republican State 
Central committee. 


Strong Opponent of Fiat Money. 


The fiat money craze was at its height 
that year. The State convention adopted 
a weak platform. After the convention 
Chairman Rublee called the candidates to- 
gether and insisted on their making a flat- 
footed declaration in favor of sound money. 
It was a bold move, but it saved the party 
in this State frem the slightest taint of fiat- 
ism. It was the first honest money cam- 
paign in ears — ne the State has always 
since maintaine ts reputation f 
financially sound. Bs en 

During all the time he was in politics he 
was a contributor to the editorial columns 
of Republican newspapers. He was on the 
Boston Advertiser for a year, and efforts 
were made to have him become financially 
interested in the paper, but he loved Wis- 
consin, and was at once placed in editorial 
charge of a new Republican paptr, which 
leading members of the party believed was 
needed. The Republican and News was con- 
sequently started in 1881, and the Sentinel 
soon acknowledged its success. A consoli- 
dation was the result, and Mr. Rublee was 
made editor-in-chief of the consolidated pa- 
pers. He took the initiative in promoting the 
candidacy of W. D. Hoard for Governor in 
1888, and was largely instrumental in bring- 
ing about his nomination. He has_always 
been a persistent fighter for principle. 


Stood for What He Deemed Right. 


In all public questions Mr. Rublee 
arnt stand for what he deemed the Dane 
and maintained that attitude to the last. A 
mistake or dishonest movement by his own 
party received his condemnation as quickly 
ns the serious blunders of the opposition, and 
he never condoned a Wrong in his own party 
for party’s sake, but always pointed out the 
error and demanded its remedy. 

In private life Mr. Rublee was reserved 
and dignified, but.by no means unapproach- 
able. For those he knew well he always had 
a pleasant word, and as a friend he was sin- 
cere, conscientious, and loyvl, never waver- 
ing or feigning a friendship which did not 
exist. In his family he was a devoted hus- 
band and father. He leaves a wife and two 
sons—William A. Rublee, connected with 
the editorial department of the Sentinel, and 
George, a younger son. 

The funeral services will be held at the 
family residence on Wednesday at 11:30 
o'clock. They will be conducted by the Rev. 
Charles Stanley Lester, rector of St. Paul’s 
Episcopal Church. 

The honorary pallbearers will be C. F. 
Iisley, Charles Ray, G. E. Cole of Sheboygan, 
John C. Spooner, J. R. Brigham, Samuel 
Marshall, I. M. Bean, and Frederick Lay- 
ton.

William Adams Richardson was born at 

Tynsborough, Mass., Nov. 2, 1821. He was 
the second son of Daniel and Mary (Adams) 
Richardson, and sixth in descent from 
Dzekiel Richardson. The latter was the 
first of his name to settle in New England. 
He was a pioneer and subsequently a select- 
man of Woburn, Mass., where he died in 
642. 
William Adams Richardson graduated 
from Harvard University in 1843. He 
studied law in the office of his brother, 
Daniel S. Richardson, and John A. Andrew, 
afterwards Governor of Massachusetts 
and took the degree of LL. D. at Harvard 
Law School in 1846. He first practiced law 
at Lowell, Mass., in connection with his 
brother Daniel. In association with Judge 
Joel Parker he acquired an extended repu- 
tation through their revision of the general 
statutes of Massachusetts, a work which 
was officially adopted in 1860, after five 
years had been spent in its production. He 
began his career as a jurist when in 1856 he 
was appointed Judge of Probate for Middle- 
sex County, Mass., an office which he held 
until 1872, during which time the title and 
function of the office was changed to that 
of Judge of Probate and InBolvency. In 
March, 1869, Mr. Richardson was appointed 
by President Grant Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury. He was detailed by Secretary 
Boutwell as financial agent abroad, and con- 
ducted the delivery in London of more than 
$130,000,000 of bonds of the United States 
I per cent loan. 

In 1873 Mr. Richardson was appointed Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, succeeding Mr. 
Boutwell upon the latter’s election as Sen- 
ator from Massachusetts. In the office of 
Secretary he achieved a transfer of the 
$15,500,000 Geneva award money from Lon- 
don to Washington without disturbing 
financial circles in either center, through a 
receipt from the Secretary of the Treasury 
and an. offset through the clearing house. 
In the financial panic of 1873 he is credited 
with having prevented the Treasury from 
becoming involved by refusing to allow any 
ill-advised use of public money. 

In 1874 Mr. Richardson resigned the Secre- 
taryship to accept the appointment offered 
him by President Grant as Judge of the 
Court of Claims. In 1885 he was promoted 
by President Arthur, being made Chief 
Justice of the same court. 

Mr. Richardson at various periods served 
as trustee of Harvard University. He edited 
a supplement to the Revised Statutes of the 
United States in 1881 and again in 1891. In 
1893 an act was passed continuing the same 
work in numbers to be printed at the end 
of each session of Congress. He has been 
a lecturer in the Georgetown University 
since 1881, and has been honored with the 
degree of LL. D. by four colleges besides 
his alma mater. 

Mr. Richardson has published works on 
Practical Information Concerning the 
Public Debt of the United States,” History, 
Jurisdiction, and Practice of the Court of’ 
Claims,“ as well as other minor works on 
financial and judicial questions. 


Benjamin F. Foster. 

Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 19.—({Special}— 
Benjamin F. Foster, for the last twenty-five 
years Nationa) Grand Secretary of the Grand 
Encampment of Odd-Fellows, died here to- 
day of dropsy, in his 97th year. Benjamin 
Foster has been one of the famous charae- 
ters in Indiana history. He was State Li- 
brarian when Oliver P. Morton was Gov.

DR. KAYSER’S FAREWELL ADDRESS, 


Criticises the German Colonial Policy. 
and Dr. Peters. 

London, Oct. 20.—The Berlin correspond- 
ent of the Times telegraphs: 

Baron von Wissman resigns the Gover- 
norship of East Africa on account of ill- 
health and he will probably be provided 
with a post at home. 

At the autumn session of the Colonial 
Council today Dr. Kayser, chief of the 
German Colonial Department, delivered his 
farewell address, in the course of which he 
reviewed the German colonial nistory since 
he has held the office. He denied the rumor 
that he had resigned on account of the cease- 
less attacks of the Peters party, but, he 
said, it was an open question whether the 
colonial policy would ever bring advantage 
or blessing to Germany. His own rich fund 
of enthusiasm had been exhausted in a con- 
tinual struggle against obStacles in the 
Reichstag, against selfish opponents, and 
in exhausting labors which had long since 
outgrown his physical powers. Dr. Kayser: 
then described the persecutions he had en-. 
dured at the hands of the Peters faction. , 

Dr. Peters was incensed at being passed“ 
over in favor of Raron von Wissman for 
the Governorship of East Africa,’ said Dr.. 
Kayser. ‘Herr Arendt visited me on the 
eve of Baron von Wissman’s appointment 
and made a veiled threat of persecution 
unless Dr. Carl Peters was appointed.’ 

Dr. Kayser predicted that revelations 
would soon be made which would clear the 
atmosphere of the scandal and intrigue in 
German colonial affairs. He hoped that 
eventually the colonies would be self-sup- 
porting and would justify the dreams of the 
colonial enthusiasm.”’ 

A dispatch to the Morning Post from 
Berlin says that there are rumors of an- 
other change in the colonial administration 
involving an increase of 5,000,000 marks in 
the imperial subsidy.

secret agents of a foreign aristocracy, and the 
initial step in the establishment in America of a 
monarchy, in which the bone and sinew of the 
Nation would be reduced’ to a condition of 
slavery: 

This resolution is not complete. It should 


have given the names of some of these “ foes 
of society and these plotters for the estab- 
lishment of a monarchy. The speeches 
made were similarly defective. Much was 
said of coercion, but the name of no coercer 
was mentioned, nor that of any man who 
has been coerced. l 

One speaker did state that he knew of a 
case in which five section hands were dis- 
charged from employment by a railroad 
company “for no other apparent reason 
than that they were free silver men.” He 
failed to give the name of the road. Why? 
He failed to give the names of the men, 
Why? 

He should have had the five men at the 
meeting, and when he had worked up the 
feelings of his audience snufticiently he 
should have said: There sit the men and 
the road that dismissed them for their 
opinions is the —.“ Then there would 
have been great applause. 

But he named no names. No“ coercion ” 
orator has ever done so, nor ever will, be- 
cause there has been no “coercion.” That 


the employers arecompelling the employés to 


shout and vote for McKinley is a cam- 
paign falsehood, which, if not invented by 
Bryan, has been circulated most industri- 
ously by him. , 

Bryan believed he was sure of the votes of 
the workingmen, and especially of the rail- 
road employés. When he saw the latter 
forming sound money clubs he could not un- 
derstand it, and he accepted gladly the ex- 
planation that the corporations were “ co- 
ereing them. 

Since then the lie has been expanded, and 
the Presidents and Superintendents of mills 
and factories and all other employers of 
labor are charged with going around with 
clubs intimidating their men. Yet no 
Bryanite ever mentions à specific instance. 
No man ever appears at a meeting and says 
“an attempt has been made to coerce me.” 
If Bryan could find a coerced man he would 
pay him good wages and take him around 
with him as a “ horrible example.” 

No doubt the anonymous railroad com- 
pany has discharged five men. There is not 
a road in the country but that has dis- 
charged many more than that. Tens of 
thousands have been let go, but not because 
they were free silver men. 

The apparent, easily understood reason 
for their discharge is that the free silver 
agitation has se cut down the receipts of the 
roads that they cannot employ as many men. 
The Baltimore and Ohio road would be 
earning $9,000 a day more than it is but 
for the Chicago convention and its alarming 
platform. 

The 800,000 railroad men who still have 
work understand the situation perfectly, 
They know that if this country were to 
drop to a silver standard the roads would 
not take in any more cheap dollars than they 
now take in good dollars. They would not 
be allowed to raise their rates. The gran- 
gers would not permit that to be done. 

So the employés would not be paid any 
more 50-cent dollars than they are paid 100- 
cent dollars now. Thus their wages would 
lose half their purchasing power. As most 
of the roads have gold bonds, and it would 
take two silver dollars to pay the interest 
where one is required now, the roads would 
be so pinched that they would have to drop 
many more men than they have dropped yet 
to cut down expenses, 

It is easy te see the hopeless absurdity of 
the allegation that railroad men have been 
coerced into the support of sound money. 
No coercion was required there. Nor has 
coercion been attempted anywhere. If 
tried where the Australian ballot is in use 
it would be a dismal failure: Votes may be 
lost, but cannot be gained. 

This charge that coercion is being tried on 
a grand scale, while no man steps forward 
to say an attempt has been made to coerce 
him, is an imputation on the manhood and 
self-respect of American workingmen.. It 
is an impudent falsehood, devised to explain 
away the willing and eager participation of 
employés in sound money demonstrations, 


WHEAT RAISERS HAVE THEIR EYES 
OPENED. 

The price of wheat in Chicago rose yester- 
day to 70% cents a bushel and closed about 
two cents less than this figure. This ad- 
vance followed further verifications of the 
reports of a short crop in foreign wheat- 
producing countries. It means more mill- 
ions of dollars for the farmers and other 
holders of cereals, and dollars, moreover, 
that are worth 100 cents the world over. 

Bryan has been made ridiculous in the 
eyes of the farmers of the wheat-raising 
States and his creed has lost the power to 
befuddle or deceive. The one point he has 
harped on to them is that the low price of 
wheat has been caused by the demonetiza- 
tion of silver and that wheat could not rise 
again until silver should be rehabilitated. 
This ingenious falsehood has been er- 
pressed in every couceivable phraseology 
and scatteged. broadcast over the Northwest 
in the expectation that the exposure would 
not be made effectively until after the elec- 
tion was safely over. The coincidence that 
the prices of wheat and silver were both at 
a low ebb helped the crusade, and there is 
no doubt the theory gained a vast amount of 
credence among people who were not able 
to see through the fallacy of the argument. 

But the whole lying fabric so laboriously 
and shrewdly woven has been torn in tat- 
ters. Wheat, depending exclusively as ever 
on the law of supply and demand, bearing no 
special relation whatever to silver, suddenly 
jumped up in price, leaving the Popocrats 
wallowing in the muddy diteh they had dug 
for themselves. The farmers have been 
presented with the plain and unanswerable 
proof that silver and wheat are in no way 
connected. They have watched wheat rise in 
price steadily day by day, bringing up with 
it the other products, until at one point yes- 
terday it had reached 79 cents a bushel. 
They have realized that this immense appre- 
ciation means to them millions of dollars, 
hundreds of millions of dollars, and dollars

ot the kind that Altgeld says are worth 200 


cents each. They realize, moreover, that 
all the talk about silver and wheat being 
chained together was a fraud, that it was a 
device to trick them, to cheat them, to rob 
them. | 

This is the burden of the dispatches that 
are pouring in from North Dakota, South 
Dakota, Minnesota, Indiana, Iilinois, Iowa, 
and every other State where wheat is raised 
in abundance. The Dakotas are new States. 
The farmers owed money. Their products 
were bringing small returns. It. is not 
strange that thousands of these men were 
duped by the promise of legal repudiation 
and higher prices, But their eyes have 
opened, the scales have fallen away; they 
see prices mounting up in great strides with- 
out any free silver and, in fact, in spite of 
the overwhelming probability that there 
will be no free silver; and they see that their 
hopes of prosperity are no more allied to sil- 
ver than is the price of wheat. They will 
have nothing to do with 50-cent dollars 
when their wheat is bringing in more and 
more 100-cent dollars every day. The farm- 
ers of Minnesota have awakened in the 
same way. Many of them doubtless were 
blinded for a time to the truth; but the 
rapid rise in the price of wheat has cleared 
the political atmosphere and never again 
can they be deluded into a willingness to 
substitute debased currency for whole dol- 
lars and the prospect of plenty of them. 
Illinois, Indiana, and Iowa have the same 
story to tell, and the last weight to remove 
these States from a possible place in a 
doubtful column has fallen into the scale 
with the rise in wheat. 

The farmers will vote for sound money 
and that means the Electoral vote of these 
States will be given to McKinley. 


THE PREACHER OF DISHONESTY. . 

St. Peter announces in one of his epistles 
that “there shall be false teachers among 
you, who privily shall bring in damngble 
heresies, and through covetousness shall 
they with feigned words make merchandise 
of you.” 

This is not a bad description of a minis- 
terial buffoon named Sam Small, who 
drifted into this city last week, and who 
urged the crowd which gathered to hear him 
‘on Sunday night not to love their neigh- 
bors, but to rob them. * 

He orated in favor of the free coinage of 
silver, and declared that the man who 
claims the followers of Bryan and believers 
in free coinage are repudiationists and 
swindlers is a liar.“ 

The man who calls Bryanites repudia- 
tionists and the Georgia ranter an advo- 
cate of repudiation can prove his case with 
ease. It will not take him many minutes 
to show that Small is the man who must be 
branded as a liar. 

Small and the other yelpers in the Bryan 
pack are for free cojnage at the ratio of 16 
tol. That is, they want the government to 
give «a legal tender dollar to every man who 
takes 371% grains of silver to the mint. 
With that dollar this man can pay any dol- 
lar debt he owes. 

But the 371½ grains of silver which it is 
proposed shall be made into a legal tender 
dollar for the benefit of the owner of the 
silver are worth only 50 cents, and the dol- 
lar made of them will be worth no more, 
while the dollar this individual owes is 
worth 100 cents. It was worth that much 
when he borrowed it and is worth that 
much now. 

So free coinage is neither more nor less 
than a scheme to enable every man who 
owes 100 cents to get a receipt for payment 
in full on tendering 50 cents. The Govern- 
ment of the United States is not only to re- 
pudiate half its own indebtedness, both in- 
terest-bearing and non-interest-bearing, but 
is to enable every State, municipality, cor- 
poration, and private individual to do the 
same thing. There is to be no monopoly of 
swindling. It is to be free to all. 

The man who has borrowed money and 
wants to get out of paying back more than 
half of it, or the man who has bought land 
on time and wants to keep the land and pay 
only half the price, is a would-be swindler 
and repudiator. He is none the less a rascal 
when ne proposes to do his swindling with 
the General Government as his accomplice. 

The individual who demands that the Gen- 
eral Government lend itself to this disrepu- 
table project and pass a free coinage law 
is the advocate of swindling and repudia- 
tion. He may wear the livery of heaven,” 
but he is an emissary from the pit. 

The apostle told the Romans: Render to 
all their dues.“ This modern apostle comes 
from Georgia to Chicago and says: “ Cheat 
your ereditors vut of one-half you owe them.

THE PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL AMEND- 
MENT. 


A circular signed by R. J. Smith, Presi- 
dent of the Citizens’ Association of Chi- 
cago; Francis B. Peabody, President of the 
Commercial club; and George Birkhoff Jr., 
President of the Real Estate Board, has 
been ‘issued to the voters of Cook County 
asking them to vote for the proposed Con- 
stitutional amendment whereby as many as 
three different articles of the Constitution 
may be modified at one session of the Legis- 
lature, instead of but one, as at present. 

It is nseless to issue circulars te voters in 
this matter. They may read thém, but on 
election day the overshadowing importance 
of the rest of the ticket will drive the Con- 
stitutiona] amendment out of their heads. 
The only way in which this amendment 
can be carried will be to have one man from 
each party at every polling precinct in the 
State with a miniature ticket showing the 
location of the amendment and having in- 
structions to request every voter to put his 
X“ for it, otherwise it will be sure to be 
killed by the non-negative vote, as the 
amendment requires a majority of the total 
vote. Not one-sixth of the people of the 
State will vote either one way or the other 
unless some such arrangement as this is 
made and their attention is called to it at 


the time. The vote of five-sixths of the 


people will be really cast against the amend- 
ment. This will be the fate of this amend- 
ment and of every other that may be sub- 
mitted to popular vote. 

It is useless to expect voters who believe 
their whole duty is accomplished when they 
have voted for Presidential Electors and 
State candidates ‘to go searching all over 
that complicated blanket ballot sheet for 
something which is stuck out of sight in a 
remote corner. But whether the amend- 
ment to the Constitution goes through or not 
the next Legislature should be requested to 
amend the Australian ballot law so that an 
amendment can be submitted in the old- 
fashioned way of a yes or no vote or 
upon a separate ticket to be printed by the 
State or by the parties as may be preferred. 
If there are separate ballots, one with the 
names of candidates and the other with the 
oufside proposition on it, the chances are 

t people would vote one way or the 
other. It is entirely within the province of 


the Legislature to regulate this matter by 
| prescribing the manner in which the ballots 


sliill be printed hereafter. But so far as 
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is no hope for its passage, 
ties ha ve men at every poll to call the atten- 
‘tion of voters to it. If this be not done it 
will be lost by inattention and inaction.

According to Bryan, the people have been 
defrauded of 50-cent Mexican dollars, 
und have been given 100-cent dollars, good 
all over the world. They have been de- 
prived of poor wages and good wages have 
been thrust on them. They have been 
cheated out of misery that rightfully be- 
longed to them and have been compelled to 
be prosperous, 

The happy accident of 1873 defrauded the 
people of the United States out of a kind of 
money which would have been worth 90 


now. If that was a fraud on the people, it 
was committed without malice. It was a 
beneficent fraud, the perpetrators of which 
deserve thanks rather than abuse. 

Is it not better for the people that they 
should remain “defrauded”? They will 
have to pay a very heavy price to get back 
the kind of mbney they were deprived of.

If he had 
been accompanied in his flight about the 
country by a man who could have pinned 
him down at every doubious statement 
Bryan would not have now even thé shred 
of public confidence. 

That is a partial reason why Bryan is not 
in the challenging business. He does not 
dare make too plain and too barefaced the 
essential truth of his campaign that he 
wants to debase the currency for the benefit 
of desperate creditors and the silver mine 
trust. He does not dare utter these facts 
too broadly; he does not dare give an op-

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Predident Clark of the Civil Service 
Commission Holds They Can Get 
Back Only Through Examination. 


| President Clark of the Civil Service Com- 
mission rendered an opinion yesterday in re- 
gard to whether city employes who have 
been discharged through an error can be re- 
instated without again taking the regular 
civil service examination. Mr, Clark de- 
cides that men discharged in this manner 
cannot be taken back except through the 
regular examinations, 

In the case of John McNulty, a mason in- 
spector, who was discharged by Commis- 
sioner Kent, Commissioner Downey after- 
wards learned that the man was discharged 
on account of charges which could not be 
substantiated. Mr. Downey demanded that 
he be reinstated and the Civil Service Com- 
— took the question under advise- 

ent. 

In his reply to Commissioncr Downey, 
President Clark concludes thus: 

“The law permiis the removal, without 
cause, of all employés of the city who have 
not obtained their positions un ler the rules 
and after examination, and it does not seem 
to contemplate that the commission shall 
inquire as tv the causes, the wisdom, or the 
justice in such removals, or to take any ac- 
tion in regard to them, further than to rec- 
ognize them when accomplished and enter 
the same upon its official records When 
this has been done the party removed is 
out of service. : 

For those who are not in the service 
there is only one way provided for gaining 
entrance to it, and this is through examina- 
tion in accordance with the law and rules. 

In view of these provisions of the law and 
of the rules the commission is unanimously 
of the opinion that, having no jurisdiction 
as to the removal of an employ’ who was 
not appointed under the rules and after the 
examination, it has not power to authorize 
the reinstatement of any such person, except 
in accordance with the rules and after ex- 
amination.’’ 


TROLLEY POLE BLOCKADE 1S RAISED. 


North Chicago Railroad Company Re- 
moves the Offending Obstruction at 
the Dearborn Avenue Viaduct. 


The blockade of the appoach to the Dear- 
born avenue viaduct, just north of the river, 
has been raised by the moving of the trolley 
pole, which was planted four days ago in 
the narrow sidewalk at that point, and 
which made the footway just wide enough 
for an ordinary-siged man to pass between 
the pole and the iron railing on the east 
side of the walk without touching, if he 
walked carefully.. The North Chicago rail- 
road company planted the pole in the walk. 
It also removed it. 

THE TRIBUNE called attention several days 
ago to the obstruction, and suggested that 
traffic might be enlivened north of the via- 
duct if pedestrians were not forced to walk 
in single file by the trolley pole in the walk. 
Commissioner Downey sent word to the com- 
pany that unless it was removed before Mon- 
day evening he would remove it. 
intimated that if he removed the pole pos- 
sibly it might not be so useful afterwards as 
a trolley pole as it would be if the company 
moved it. 

So yesterday morning the company sent 
men to work, who took the pole out of the 
walk and set another and longer pole in its 
place in the low ground just east of the 
walk and outside the railing.

TUG RELIEF, A SANDSUCKER; ,AND 
TWO SCOWS ARE WRECKED. 


Crew of the Former in Great Danger 
Off Elm Street—Two Men Aboard One 
of the Other Craft Narrowly Escape 
Drowning—Busy Half-Day for the 
Life-Saving Crew—Crowds Drawn to 
the Edge of the Water to Witness 
the Work of Rescue. 


* 


The Chicago life saving crew made two 
exciting trips to the beach off Lincoln Park 
yesterday afternoon to rescue two men on 
a sandsucker that had gone ashore. The 
tug Relief, which is also equipped as a sand- 
sucker, went on the beach off Elm street 
and had to be pulled off by the tug Leslie. 
Two sand scows are still ashore near the sea 
wall as the result of yesterday's southeast- 
er. The sandsucker was pulied off the beach 
and towed into the Chicago River by a tug 
ufter a thrilling battle with the waves, 

The two miniature shipwrecks occurred 
at almost the same time, one at the foot of 
Fullerton avenue and the other at the foot 
of Elm street, and both attracted a large 
crowd. When the tug Relief struck the 
sandy bottom in the thickest of the break- 
ers it looked for a few minutes to the specta- 
tors on the shore as though a tragedy was 
about to be enacted. At the same time 
the spectators at the foot of Fullerton ave- 
nue anxiously watched two men on a sand- 
sucker trying to retain their hold, with the 
waves breaking over their heads, while they 
signaled for help. 

The tug Relief and the scow at the foot of 
Elm street belonged to the McMahon & 
Montgomery company. They were an- 
chored but a short distance from the sea 
wall when thé blow came up. The scow 
was but partly filled. 

By 2:30 o’clock the sea was running so 
high that the Relief started to tow the 
barge back to shelter. It had just started 
when its injector broke, and in a few min- 
utes its engine became powerless against the 
breakers. It began to drift, and the scow 
with it, and both went on the bar. 


On Board the Relief. 


There were three men on board the Re- 
lief: Robert Houck, Captain; Peter Van 
oor, engineer; and Christian Trodal, deck-

As soon as the tug struck the waves began 
to break over it, and the tug began blowing 
signals of distress. From the shore the 
crew could be seen making their way about 
its deck, while the waves threatened time 
and again to wash them off. 

The shoals at the foot of Elm street are 
covered with breakers when there is but lit- 
tle sea, and yesterday afternoon they were 

iling. Time and again the waves broke 
over the Relief, and the crowd that had 
gathered on shore became excited at the 
apparent prospect of its pounding to pieces 
before their eyes. Robert Houck, Captain 
of the Relief, at once began blowing signals 
of distress, and the tug Leslie started from 
the breakwater to pull it off the beach. A 
line was made fast to it, and in a few min- 
utes it had slid off the bottom. The scow 
had in the meantime gone high up on the 
bar and was abandoned. 


Another on the Beach. 


While all this had been going on a message 
was received by Capt. Fountain of the life- 
saving crew that a scow and a sandsucker 
had gone on the beach near the foot of Ful- 
lerton avenue, and that two men on board 
the latter were in danger. The lifeboat was 
at once manned, and, in tow of the tug Mollie 
Spencer, started down the lake to take the 
two men off. 

When they came in sight of the dingy craft 
the scow, which was heavily loaded, was far 
out of the water on a sandbar, and the sand- 
sucker was nearly buried under the waves. 
The two men on board the latter, Louis 
Johnson and Jack Olsen, were having a 
hard fight to hold themselves on board, and 
both were nearly frozen. Their craft was 
leaking badly and in danger of sinking. 

The lifeboat was cast off from the tug, and 
the crew rowed through the breakers to the 
sandsucker, which belonged to the Illinois 
Sand and Gravel company, but Johnson 
and Olsen refused to desert, and asked that 
another tug be sent to pull their craft out of 


anger. ' 

The lifeboat started back to the tug, Was 
taken in tow, and the Spericer headed for 
the Chicago River. Out in the lake the life- 
saving crew cast off again, hoisted their 
sail, and beat about till another tug could be 
sent to take them back. 

Excited reports of the dangerous position 
of the crew of the sandsucker kept reaching 
the life station, and about 4 o’clock the tug 
Tom Watson of the Chicago Towing com- 
pany, with William Peters of the life-saving 
crew, started to the rescue. 


Sea Running Higher. 


The sea was running even higher than 
when the first rescue had been attempted 
and the Watson plunged and foundered 
along the line of breakers. Capt. Smith 
stopped only long enough to take the life- 
boat in tow, and then steamed as near as he 
could to the stranded craft at the foot of 
Fullerton avenue. The two. shivering mem- 
bers of its crew were still clinging to it and 
the life-saving crew carried a line to them 
from the tug. A tow rope was hauled 
aboard and made fast, and then a start was 
made against the waves for the breakwater. 

The sandsucker reared and plunged, and 
every moment appeared to be sinking, and 
the two men on board of it were knocked 
from one end of its deck-house to the other, 
but they pluckily stuck to their craft and 
Capt. Fountain and his men kept close 
watch to see that nothing serious hap- 
pened. Before long the sea began to go 
down and at 7 o’clock the Tom Watson and 
its tow reached the Illinois Central slip and 
made fast. The scow was left where it had 
struck, and from its proximity to the sea 
wall it is in a bad position. 

The prolonged absence of the life-saving 
crew and the fact that the thick weather 
prevented the boat being seen from shore 
caused considerable uneasiness, and the 
appearance of the grew in their boat behind 
the tug Watson caused much relief, :

DEATH LIST LAST WEEK ANALYZED, 


Inerense in Those from Apoplexy, 
Diphtheria, and Diseases Due to 
impure Water. 


The total number of deaths from all dis- 
eases last week was 415, an increase of 49 
over the previous week. The chief increase 
was in deaths from apoplexy, heart disease, 
etc. This increase amounts to more than 60 
per cent. There was also an increase in the 
number of deaths from cancer, diphtheria, 
and diseases due to impure water, but a 
decrease in those caused by Bright's disease, 
bronchitis, and pneumonia.

All I can say 
is that charges have not yet been made 
against either of the men,” said he. 

Charges of a serious nature were filed 
yesterday with Chief Badenoch against 
Policemen Patrick A. Garrity and Ernest 
Wennerholm of the Cottage Grove Avenue 
Police Station. The men are charged with 
disorderly conduct, house breaking, assault, 
and perjury by John McCaughen, a contrac- 
tor, 66 years old, living at No. 2510 State 
street. 

He alleges that on the evening of Aug.

Meeting at Indianapolis for the Pur- 
pose of Organising a National 
Federation. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 19,—[Special.J— 
About seventy-five musicians from different 
cities in the country, representing the Na- 
tional League of Musicians, are in session 
here for the purpose of organizing a Na- 
tional Federation of Musicians, to be allied 
with the National Federation of Labor. 

Last May when the National League of 
Musicians met in Wasingthon the proposi- 
tion to affiliate with the National Federation 
of Labor resulted ina tie vote.

A committee consisting of 
Charles F. Hahn of Chicago, Otto Ostenderf 
of St. Louilg, and H. D. Beissenherz was ap- 
pointed to arrange for the present meeting. 
President Alexander Bremer of the National 
League of Musicians gave his consent to 
the proposition and the delegates here be- 
Neve that a national federation allied with 
the federation of labor can be perfected. 

After Mayor Taggart and Gov. Matthews 
addressed the visitors today President 
Samuel Gompers of the Federation of Labor 
spoke to the delegates on the question of 
affiliation. 


BIBLE CONTROVERSY IN DETROIT. 


Acting Mayor Beck Prevents the Adop- 
tion of a Religious Text-Book. 

Detroit, Mich., Oct. 19.—[Spécial.]—A week 
ago the Board of Education adopted for use 
in the public schools a text-book composed 
of Bible readings. The German Lutheran 
element in the city were the most violent op- 
ponents of the work.

Nick Young Talks of the Future of 
Baseball. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 19.— [Special. 
* Although an arrangement by which base- 
ball players could play in Australia during 
the winter and tour this country during 
the summer appears visionary,” said Presi- 
dent Young, there will be a future genera- 
tion who will witness contests in our na- 
tional pastime played on an international 
basis between America, Australia, and En- 
gland. This subject was discussed with me 
hy a European agent of a prominent sport- 
ing goods firm not long ago and he assured 
me that the development of our game in’ 
England and Australia was much more 
rapid than an American would imagine.

„ Australians, as a rule, are more skilled 
than the English because they possess more 
ginger. In Australia they have the same 
disputes with the umpire, but in England 
the players look upon the handler of the 
indicator as almost infallible’ and seldom 
dispute his decision. Perhaps this difference 
in the matter of treating the umpire may 
be regarded as an argument in favor of 
kicking tactics. Englishmen,’ who never 
dispute or question a decision, are not ag- 
gressive in their playing, while the Austra- 
lian, with his desire to win, throws more 
ginger into his work and lays his grievance 
before the umpire at every oportunity. I

The Council last evening received, heard 
read, and ordered published and filed a 
communication from the Corporation Coun- 
sel on an order introduced by Ald. Foster 
asking for the forfeiture of the franchise of 
the Northern Electric street railway com- 
pany in West Forty-eighth street, North 
Fifty-sixth street, West North avenue, and 
Grand avenue, on the alleged ground that the 
company had failed to run cars to accom- 
modate the public. 

The Corporation Counsel held that the 
franchise cannot now legally be forfeited, as 
sewer construction is in progress in certain 
of those streets, and by an order of the Coun- 
cil the company was authorized to remove 
its tracks from West Forty-eighth street on 
that account. If the company falls to run 
cars after the sewer is completed the Cor- 
poration Counsel holds that the franchise 
can be forfelied. -« 

Furlough for Police and Firemen. 


Ald. Campbell introduced an order author- 
izing the Superintendent of Police and the 
Fire Marshal to grant to every member of 
their respective departments a furlough of 
seven days in each year on salary. Ald. 
O'Neill moved to amend by including those 
who work in the sewer and water-pipe exten- 
sion departments. He did not insist on the 
amendment, and the order was referred to 
the Finance committee. 

Ald. Martin presented a petition from 
property-owners in Union avenue, between 
Thirty-first and Thirty-ninth streets, pro- 
testing against granting a franchise to the 
General Electric company to operate street 
cars in that street, as proposed in an order 
introduced in the Council on Oct. 12. The 
petition was referred to the Committee on 
Streets and Alleys South. 


On East Jackson Boulevard. 


Ald. Madden introduced an amended or- 
dinance placing under the control of the 
South Park Commissioners that portion of 
Jackson extending from the river to the east 
line of Michigan avenue. It had been found 
that the original ordinance gave authority 
to the board over the street only to the west 
line of Michigan avenue. 

Ald. Coughlin opposed the amended ordi- 
nance,he said, because it would impose addi- 
tional burdens of taxation and would impair 
the revenue of the city, as saloons paying 
licenses of $500 a year each would be exclud- 
ed from the boulevard. 

The fact is,“ he said, we need more 
salooons—or more revenue; I don’t care 
which way you put it.“ } 

The amended ordinance’ was passed by a 
vote of 52 yeas to 12 nays. 

Cities and Villages Act. 

Ald. Greenacre introduced the following 

resolution: : 
Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
Council that paragraph 90, section 65, of the 
cities and villages act should be amended 
by adding thereto a clause to the following 
effect: 

That the validity of any such petition, 
and of any ordinance founded thereon, may 
be adjudicated by any court having chan- 
cery jurisdiction, upon the complaint of any 
owner of land fronting on such street, or 
part thereof, sought to be used for such 
railroad purposes. 

Resolved, That the members of the 
State Legislature from districts in this city 
be, and they are hereby, respectfully re- 
quested to cause such amendment to be in- 
troduced at the next session of the Legis- 
lature, and to support the same, and en- 
deavor to secure the passage thereof.” 

Ald. Greenacre held that the passage of 
such an amendment as proposed would re- 
sult in preventing corporations from pre- 
senting fraudulent petitions for franchises. 
The resolution was referred to the Judiciary 
committee. 8 


Wholesale Liquor Licenses. 


Ald. Madden brought up and had passed 
an ordinance reducing the annual license fee 
for wholesale dealers in spirituous liquors 
from $250 to $100; also an ordinance reducing 
the fee for wholesale dealers in vinous 
liquors from $150 to 550. 

Ald. Howell moved to take from the files 
and refer to the Committee on Streets and 
Alleys South the ordinance permicting the 
Calumet Electric Street railway company 
to extend its lines in Erie avenue. The mo- 
tion prevailed. 

The report of the Judiciary committee on 
the ordinance prohibiting ‘the riding of 
bicycles through tunnels, recommending 
that the ordinance be placed on file, was con- 
curred in. 

Ald. Foster called up an ordinance author- 
izing the West Chicago Street railway com- 
pany to lay tracks in Armitage avenue, be- 
tween Forty-fourth street and Grand ave- 
nue, and in Grand avenue to Central avenue. .

GETS AFTER TELEPHONE COMPANY. 


Council Judiciary Committee Decides 
to Investigate Its Methods. 

The Council Judiciary committee yesterday 
took up for discussion Ald. Gazzolo’s reso- 
lution inquiring into the right of the Chicago 

‘Telephone company to use its slot machine 
attachment to its telephones in public places. 

Ald. Butler said that he had been told that 
the company, under its ordinance, was al- 
lowed to charge only $90 a year for the use 
of each telephone and remarked that at 
present*he was paying $450 a year for two 
telephones. 

I pay $250 a year for the use of two tele- 
phones,“ remarked Ald. Harlan, “and I 
would like to know just what the law per- 
mits the company to charge.“ 

The Corporation Counsel was asked for a 
written opinion as to the lawful rates of the 
company and whether using the slot machine 
device is not in violation of the city ordi- 


nances. 
Upon motion of Ald, Butler it was decided 


to hold a searching Investigation into the 


telephone company’s manner of doing busi- 
ness and see if the city has not the right to 
regulate the rates charged by the corpora- 


tion. 

The committee will meet Oct, 20 in the 
ante- room of the Council Chamber to begin 
the investigation. Officials of the telephone 
company will be summoned to appear and 
answer questions put by the Aldermen. The 
evidence of patrons of the company who have 
been overcharged and unjustly treated in 
other ways will be heard.

Dr. Delafield cajled up the in- 
cidents of the surrender;.and pictured the 
effect on the people of Philadelphia when the 
great tidings reached the capital. He then 
referred to the debt of gratitude this country 
owed to France, one of whose sons, he said, 
referring to David C. Dumas of Montreal, 
was present at that moment. 

The speaker then dipped into politics, re- 
marking that though the revolution was a 
great thing, the country did not want another 
revolution at the present time. The real 
American sentiment of the present day was 
a reverence for law. Real Americans had 
no use for mobs and Anarvhists, and would 
one and all vote on Nov. 3 for social order 
and the supremacy of the law. 

Dr. Delafield was much applauded, espe- 
cially when he referred to France and when 
he eondemned the anarchistic tendencies 
of the Democratic party. 

Albert Judson Fisher’s Poem. 

Toastmaster Dudley next introduced the 
poet of the evening, Albert Judson Fisher, 
who read a much-admired poem on the bat- 
tle and surrender at Yorktown, concluding 
as follows:

FRANK 0. LOWDEN NOW ON THE NEW 
YORK BISCUIT BOARD, 

Goes Into the Company as the Repre- 
sentative of George M. Fallen 
Big Profits Expected from Low- 
Priced Material—Local Securities 
Continue Strong Though Dull—Div- 
idend on Chicago Packing Stocks Is 
Recommended. 


Frank O, Lowden was yesterday elected 
a director of the New York Biscuit com- 
pany. This fille the single remaining 
vacancy in the directory and leaves a full 
board. There were two vacancies caused by 
resignations soon after the failure of the 
speculation in the two securities, Match and 
Biscuit. George H. Webster was the first 
director elected to fill a vacancy and the 
other vacancy was allowed to stand open 
until the meeting held yesterday. At this 
meeting Frank O. Lowden was elected a 
director to represent the interests of George 
M. Pullman. As the company now stands 
both Pullman and Armour are represented 
on the . William H. Moore continues 
as President and a director of the company, 
and while there was at first a disposition to 
force him out of the corporation, it is now 
said .this has entirely disappeared. There 
has been no change in the actual manage- 
ment of the properties owned by the New 
York Biscuit company. Mr. Webster isnow 
Treasurer of the corporation, but this is the 
only change of any importance in the actual 
working force. It is not the intention to 
make Any changes in the conduct of the busi- 
ness, and now that the board has been filled 
by the selection of the representatives of 
two of the largest stockholders, it is not 
probable there will be any changes of im- 
portance made even at the next annual meet- 
ing. 

Floating Debt Is Being Reduced. 

The company continues to pay off its float- 
ing debt and each week sees à lessening of 
the outstanding indebtedness of the com- 
pany. From $1,100,000, the amount of the 
tloating debt at the time the statement was 
made in August, it ia expected the floating 
debt will be reduced to $750,000 at the most 
and probably to $600,000 by February. The 
reports are all to the effect the properties 
are in good condition, and that trade has 
shown a considerable improvement. The 
price of the product of bakeries depends

Move the Cereal—Lake Lines Carry 
During the Last Week an Increase 
of 70,000 Tons—Roads Await a Fat 


Other News. 


Complaints are no longer heard about cut- 


ting of eastbound freight rates. The large 
demand abroad for American grain has 
stimulated business amazingly. Shipments 
by the lake lines from Chicago to the East 
increased nearly 70,000 tons last week. The 
all-rail lines from Chicago east made also a 
handsome increase, but could not keep pace 


with the lake lines, which, owing to the 


lower rates they charge, get the bulk of the 
business. 

Total shipments by the all-rail lines from 
Chicago increased last week about 12,000 
tons, and through shipments of flour, grain, 
and provisions show an increase over the 
previous week of over 4,000 tons, If the 
present export demand continues the rall- 
roads expect to double their business before 
the end of this month, as lake navigation 


will end by that time, and all the through 
business to the Eastern seaboard will then 


have to be shipped by the all-rail lines. None 
of the roads will then have to resort to rate- 


cutting to get a fair share of business, but’ 
it will be rather a question of getting cars 


needed to carry forward all the business 
that is offered. 


Total shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions from Chicago through to seaboard 


points and for export last week amounted 
to 49,833 tons, against 43,900 tons for the 
week previous, and 66,548 tons for the cor- 
responding week last year. The percentages 
carried by the various roads were as follows: 


Baltimore and Ohio, 9.3; Four, 8.9; Chicago 
and Erie, 11.2; Grand Trunk, 13.8; re, 
10.2; Michigan Central, 13; Nickel Plate 10; Pan- 
Handle, 5.5; Fort Wayne, 7.5; Wabash, 10.6. 


Shipments of all kinds of freight from 
Chicago to through and local points in the 
East were 51,520 tons, against 63,903 tons 
for the week previous, and 88,398 tons for 
the corresponding week last year.

RATES NOW CAN BE MAINTAINED, 


Heavy Movement of Traffic Makes New 
Agreement Unnecessary. 

Presidents of the Western roads meet here 
today to consider the proposed reorganiza- 
tion of the Western Freight Association 
and the Western Trunk Line committee (old 
Union League agreement), with a view of 
securing a better maintenance of rates in 
the future. When the traffic officials agreed 
upon a general advance in rates a week ago, 
to become effective Nov. 2, it was believed to 
be absolutely necessary for the Presidents 
and executive officers to settle the old dis- 
pute regarding the evening-up of percent- 
ages, under the old Union League agree- 
ment, before the new rates could be put in 
effect. 

Since then the situation has completely 
changed. An immense export demand for 
grain has sprung up, and the rise in the mar- 
ket prices has been phenomenal. The adop- 
tion of a new agreement to secure the main- 
tenance of rates is no longer necessary. 
What is most needed is cars to carry the 
grain. An advance in fates now is deemed 
absolutely necessary by the railway man- 
agers, to keep them from being swamped 
with business. They also think that in view 
of the enormous advance in grain rates, they 
are entitled to more remunerative rates thaa 
they havé been getting heretofore. 

For these reasons it hardly is probable 
that any action will be taken by the Presi- 
dents today to settle the old disputes. As 
matters now stand, rates can easily be main- 
tained under the Western Freight Associa- 
tion agreement. The indications are that 
the Presidents will simply order the ad- 
vanced tariffs to be put in effect at the date 
named, and instruct the traffic officials to 
have them firmly maintained, and leave the 
formation of a new organization to the 
future.
